POW Wives 


Adopt Wait, 


See Attitude

VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. 
(AP) — The wives and 
children of the men who are 
being held prisoner in North 
Vietnam 
now 
are 
talking 
about the two things they 
considerable inseparable — 
peace and politics. 
“Isn't it 
strange,” said 
Charlotte Christian, whose 
husband has been a POW for 
seven years, “how all the 
wives are saying, even with 
the prospect of a cease-fire 
near, ‘let’s wait and see.’ 
“ Not one of 
them 
is 
trusting,” she added in an in­ 
terview, referring to the apr- 
roximately 21 women in this 
coastal town with its nearby 
Naval base, whose husbands 
are among America’s more 
than 1,500 prisoners or those 
missing in action. 
Mrs. Christian, whose 32- 
year-old husband, Cmdr. Mi­ 
chael D. Christian was shot 
down in April 1967, said: 
“Even if the cease-fire is 
signed Tuesday, you won’t 
find any one of us making 
plans for our husband’s 
homecoming. We just don’t 
want to be let down any more. 
I’m sorry it has taken so 
long,” she said. “Sorry we 
had to sit and wait until the 
end of President Nixon’s 
term of office. 
I don’t think Nixon needs 
this to be elected. But maybe 
he needs peace in order to be 
elected president with the 
greatest majority ever...” 
“But,” she added,“if he 
can’t pull it (the cease-fire) 
off, he’s going to have to 
come to my house and tell my 
children.” 
Only the oldest of their 
three children, 
13-year-old 
Debbie, really remembers 
her father. 
Mrs. Christian says she 
hasn’t decided how she will 
vote in the presidential elec­ 
tion. 
“When I get into that booth 
to vote, I’ll vote for whoever 
has helped the POWS the 
most. This may be selfish, but 
I feel the government has 
forced me into being selfish.” 
Louise Mulligan, like Mrs. 
Christian a POW wife for 
seven years, also believes the 
POWs have been political 
pawns both for the American 
government as well as Hanoi. 
“I feel that President Nixon 
could have ended the war 
years ago. I think he was sold 
the idea of Vietnamization,” 
said Mrs. Mulligan, mother of 
six sons. 
Mrs. Mulligan, wife of 
Capt. James A. Mulligan Jr., 
46, who was shot down in 
March 1966, said,“I’ll vote for 
McGovern for one reason 
only. I think he’s sincere.”

An Indispensable Freedom 


A few days ago there occurred in the Soviet 
Union what has been described as the worst 
air crash in civil aviation history — but the 
information was withheld from the Russian 
people. 
In the Philippines where President Fer­ 
dinand Marcos has declared martial law. the 
only functioning “newspapers” are those 
approved by the government. 
Because they are not permitted to carry 
opinion or analysis, these operations really 
are not newspapers but are printing shops 
with the sole purpose of producing govern­ 
ment information sheets. 


Unfortunately, these examples ot press 
control occur all too frequently around the 
globe. Control is not surprising in countries 
ruled by dictators and authoritarian forms of 
government, but restrictions exist in nations 
belonging to the Western freedom bloc. 
Government control of newspapers in 
France, for example, is quite rigid. Great 
Britain also has its restrictions. 
Considering the lot of the press in so many 
countries around the world, the free flow of 
information in America is a marvelous thing, 
and is worth the attention and support of 
everv citizen. 


Ja ckie Robinson's Contribution 


When Jackie Robinson broke the color 
barrier in professional baseball in 1947, he 
had been schooled in more than the fun­ 
damentals of the game. 


The late Branch Rickey who brought Jackie 
to the Brooklyn Dodgers carefully con­ 
structed what he called an “armor of 
humility" and asked the young baseball whiz 
if he could wear it. 


THE CAIRO. GA., native who learned his 
baseball on the sandlots of Pasadena, said he 
could meet the test. He did: 
It was far from easy for this outspoken man 
to take the racial slurs and slights that went 
with the formidable task of earning a spot in 
what previously had been an exclusive white 
professional club. 
Some of the reactions to Jackie Robinson’s 
presence on the ball club were totally 
disgraceful — both from fans and players. 
Helping to offset some of this was the strong 
support of other players and fans who judged

He calls 
it “the most far-reaching 
revolution of the 20th cen­ 
tury.” 
And indeed it would be, if 
even a fraction of recent re­ 
ports are true 


THE 
MODERN 
INTER­ 
EST 
in the subject began 
about 1966, when Cleve Back­ 
ster, a lie detector expert 
with the CIA, discovered by 
chance that plants react 
violently to danger or the 
threat of danger. Not only 
that, but he later found that 
plants are telepathically 
sensitive to human thoughts, 


reacting 
instantaneously 
even if separated by thou­ 
sands of miles from a person 
they are attuned to. 
Earlier in the century, an 
Indian physiologist demon­ 
strated that plants are stimu­ 
lated by caffein, get falling 
down drunk with alcohol and 
are tranquillized by chloro­ 
form. 
Now another 
researcher 
reports that plants are ex­ 
cited by talk about 
sex. 
Chemist Marcel Vogel specu­ 
lates that ancient fertility 
rites, which involved a lot 
more than just talk, may 
have been authentic stimu­ 
lants to newly seeded fields. 
As the ancients also ob­ 
served, music appears to 
have an effect on plants. The 
over-30s will be happy to 
learn, however, that acid 
rock makes them cringe and 
kills ’em dead in a few weeks. 


PLANTS, SAYS VOGEL, 
appear to have feelings quite 
as sensitive as those of hu­ 
man beings. 
If a person thinks deroga­ 
tory thoughts about one plant 
while praising another plant, 
the first can be made to 
wither and die But love can 
keep a leaf, plucked from its 
parent plant, green indefi­ 
nitely. 
'What is not clear is just 
how plants managed to thrive 
for hundreds of millions of 
years before loving humans 
came along.) 
But it is on Scotland’s cold 


North Sea Coast, says Tomp­ 
kins, that perhaps “the most 
amazing recent experiment 
with plants” is being carried 
out. On sheer love, 65 differ­ 
ent kinds of vegetables, 21 
fruits and 42 herbs have been 
made to bloom from a half- 
acre of barren sand and 
gravel—in midwinter. 
Well, some people have 
communicated with the dead 
and ridden in Venusian flying 
saucers. Unfortunately, the 
proof they offer has usually 
been less than overwhelming. 
A large measure of skepti­ 
cism seems in order re­ 
garding claims about the rich 
inner life of plants. 


ACTUALLY, 
if just the 
first part of it is true, it will 
leave many compassionate 
humans in—you’ll pardon the 
expression—somewhat of a 
pickle. 
For if it is wrong, as mil­ 
lions believe, to kill any form 
of animal life, even a gnat, 
would it not also be wrong to 
kill a plant that only wants to 
live and let live? 


If it is a sin to eat a cow, 
whose emotional life even 
Hindus don’t take seriously, 
would it be no less a sin to 
drop a silently screaming ear 
of corn into a pot of boiling 
water? 
Backster no longer willing­ 
ly harms the plants he uses in 
his experiments, says Tomp­ 
kins. Obviously, though, he 
has not given up eating.

Jackie was rookie of the year in 1947 and the 
National League’s most valuable player in 
1949. 
That it was necessary for Jackie Robinson 
to break a professional baseball color barrier 
in 1947 was a collective shame. But such an 
obstacle did exist and Jackie Robinson was 
the right man to do the job. 
He met the challenge in courageous fashion 
that quickly opened up the major leagues to 
others who sought to compete on a basis of 
ability, not race. 


JACKIE ROBINSON made the Baseball 
Hall of Fame on the strength of his out-. 
standing career with the Dodgers, but he will 
be remembered also because he awakened 
the conscience of the nation. 
. 
His quiet control in face of double standards 
and savage bigotry and the resulting con­ 
tribution to this nation’s human rights cause 
have placed the name of Jackie Robinson in 
the hall of great Americans.

VOCATIONAL ED: Some 
37 percent of the nation’s high 
school students in need of 
vocational education are not 
getting it, the Department of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
W elfare (HEW) has told 
Congress. 
And in four of the nation's 
biggest states — California, 
Ohio, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Michigan — some 44 to 75 
percent of the high school 
students 
needing 
such 
training fail to get it. 
The statistics are part of a 
study made by the General 
Accounting Office (GAO), the 
investigative 
arm 
of 
Congress. GAO checked to 
sec how vocational education 
programs funded largely by 
the federal government are 
working in the four states. 
“Although GAO found some 
programs which appeared to 
be operating effectively, the 
incomplete and inaccurate 
m anagem ent 
information

clusions on overall program 
effectivensss,” GAO told 
Congress. 
It suggested HEW issue 
clearer directives on use of 
the $507 million the federal 
government is spending on 
vocational education this 
year. 
It also concluded that more 
money from all levels of 
governm ent is needed to 
provide adequate vocational 
education for youngsters who 
do not attend college. 
One of the problems found 
in some areas is the “un­ 
favorable image of, and the 
resulting 
aversion 
to, 
vocational education,” GAO 
investigators 
said. 
It 
suggested that HEW make a 
study to see why vocational 
education receives strong 
local support in some areas 
but not in others. 


LESS MOVEMENT: 
The 
United States 
has 
been 
described as a nation of 
nomads 
because 
of 
the 
frequent changes in address 
the average American makes 
in his lifetime. 
A Census Bureau report 
indicates, however, that the 
trend may be slowing down 
slightly. 
Its 1970 report shows that 53 
percent of the population five 
years old and over had not 
changed residence for five 
years. 
The 
1960 census 
showed 50 percent in the 
same residence as five years 
earlier. 
Most changes in residence 
took place in the West, where 
only 44.1 percent of the people 
lived in the same place in 1970 
as they did in 1965. 
The 
Northeast 
was 
the 
most stable area with 60 
percent of the population 
staying put for five years. In 
the South and North Central 
areas, 50.8 and 54.8 percent of 
the population, respectively, 
lived at the same residence 
between 1965 and 1970.

claims court, the FTC says. 
The Commission says nearly 
all states have a procedure 
for settling minor complaints 
through the courts.

“It’s not enough to chalk it 
up to experience,” the FTC 
says of consumers’ bad ex­ 
periences in the marketplace.

OFFSHORE SAND: 
The 
U. S. Geological Survey 
which has studied the Nor­ 
theast coast reports finding a 
virtually untouched national 
asset. 
It s not gold, diamonds, or 
tin. which the term “offshore 
m i n e r a l 
r e s o u r c e s ’ ’ 
frequently conjures up. the 
Survey admits. 
What’s been found is sand 
— 400 billion tons of it. That’s 
enough to supply the needs of 
the Northeastern U. S. and

SAVERS: 
Listening to suggestions from 
Federal employees has saved 
Uncle Sam 
$202 
million 
during fiscal year 1972 which 
ended June 30, according to a 
U. S. Civil Service Com­ 
mission report. 
It is the first time more 
than $200 million in savings 
was credited to employees’ 
suggestions in any one year. 
A total of 81.408 employee 
suggestions — better than one 
out of four submitted — were 
adopted

What reasonable 
man, having been offered a 
chance at salvation, would 
opfr for perdition instead? 


THIS OLYMPIAN attitude 
cropped up earlier in the 
'cam paign, in M cGovern’s 
crack about the working 
man. Any man who works 
with his hands, and votes for 
Nixon, “ought to have his 
head ex am in ed .” Such a 
man, in this view, is not 
merely misguided: 
He 
is 
nuts. 
The trouble with this ap­ 
proach is that it wipes out a 
middle ground, and it sets in 
motion some uneasy ap­ 
prehensions. If this election is 
a 
struggle 
between 
the 
Impulses of Evil and the 
Impulses of Goodness, how 
would a President Goodness 
deal with his foes once he took 
over 
the 
White 
House? 
Hellfire and dam nation? 
Outer darkness? No wonder 
Bill Greider said, “Wow.” 
The voters, if I am not 
mistaken, are not so willing 
to march to Armageddon on a 
Tuesday. They know — their 
observations tells them so — 
that the political art seldom is 
crafted in stark black and 
white. They understand that 
honest differences of opinion 
cannot be bottled and labeled, 
here are the juices of good­ 
ness, there the poison of evil. 
We do not think, most of us, in 
millennial terms. It is all we 
can do to get out of bed in the 
morning. 


MORAL 
RECTITUDE 
ought to be an admirable 
quality in a man. As an ab­ 
stract proposition, doubtless 
it is. But a man who identifies 
himself with the impulses of 
goodness ought to have the 
grace to keep that high 
opinion to himself. 
The Senator is fond of 
quoting from Holy Scripture. 
One of these days, when the 
campaign is over, he might 
want to return to that parable 
in Luke 18 of the Pharisee and 
the Publican. The story was 
aimed at those who “trusted 
in themselves that they were 
righteous, 
and 
despised 
others.” And the moral of the 
story, though it may have 
slipped the Senator’s mind, is 
that “everyone that exalteth 
himself shall be abased, and 
he that humbleth 
himself 
shall be exalted.” It’s a useful 
tale for publican sinners, but 
it seems to be lost on the 
Democratic nominee.

The Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare says 
it will move quickly to end the 
widely criticized 
Alabama 
syphilis study. 
The department agreed to 
the immediate termination 
recommended Friday by a 
special panel set up by HEW 
to investigate the 40-year 
sy phil is experiment known as 
the Tuskegee Study. 
The nine-member citizens 
panel also recommended a 
t h o ro u g h 
p h y s i c a I 
examination for all survivors 
of the study followed by full 
medical treatment. 
During the Tuskegee Study, 
begun in 1932 by the US. Pub­ 
lic Health Service in rural 
Macon County, Ala., more 
than 430 black men who had 
syphilis 
never 
received 
treatment for it in order that 
doctors could 
determine 
through eventual autopsies 
what damage the disease did 
to the men’s bodies. 
The experiment continued 
even after penicillin became 
known as a safe, effective 
cure for syphilis. 
At least 28, and possibly as 
many as 100. of the study par­ 
ticipants died as a direct 
result of untreated syphilis.
